__ PETROL AND OIL SUPPLIES. 

The report of Mr. Hernon with referencd 
to petrol and oil supplies was adopted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Minister of Local 
Government.

From this central 
depot it was proposed to issue all supplies of 
petrol and oil for the use of munici motor 
vehicles, and -the advantages of this proce- 
dure included a reduction of $d. per gallon 
in the price of petrol obtained by bu in 
bulk; and a further saving of 24. per 
on petrol consumption by the use of No. 3 
spirit for heavier vehicles. The

rt was estimated that the saving effected by 
the scheme in one year would pay the initial 
cost of the . and tank. tender of 
the Liberty Oil Co. for the supply of oils was 
recommended for acceptance. 

SAVING ON WAGES BILL. 

Mr. Hernon's report regarding the motor 
plant was also adopted. It recommended the 
acceptance of the tender of Messrs. Autocars, 
Ltd., at £250, for carrying ont running re- 
pairs, etc., of the Ford vehicles. The staff 
of the cart building section, the report stated, 
had been reduced to three. This showed a 
saving on the wages bill of about 285
